The  “Sephardic  Experience”  —  through  its 
history,  culture,  intellectual  achievements,  and 
its  arts  —  will  be  the  focus  of  celebration  during 
the  weekend  of  Friday,  May  15,  Saturday,  May 
16,  and  Sunday,  May  17  at  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue. 

Marking  the  500th  anniversary  of  the  expulsion 
of  the  Jews  from  Spain  in  1492,  the  Sherr 
Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies  invites  you  to 
join  us  in  this  celebration  which  will  endeavor 
to  explore  and  study  this  culture  as  it  developed 
and  expanded,  with  all  its  complexities,  through¬ 
out  that  period  of  the  Diaspora. 


Dr.  Toledano 

You  are  welcome  to  participate  in  all  or  any  of 
the  scheduled  events.  Join  with  us  first  for  the 
Friday  evening  service  on  May  15th,  which 
begins  at  6:15  P.M.,  followed  by  a  Shabbat 
dinner  at  7:00  P.M.  (reservations  in  advance, 
please).  Following  dinner,  a  lecture  given  by 
our  scholar-in-residence,  Dr.  Pincas  Toledano, 
will  explore:  “How  Did  It  Happen?  Abravanel 
and  the  Expulsion  from  Spain.” 

Dr.  Toledano’s  ancestry  reaches  back  to  the 
Spanish  Inquisition.  He  descends  from  a  family 
line  of  chief  rabbis  and  judges  and  is  now  the 
highest  ecclesiastic  authority  of  the  British 
Sephardic  congregations. 

On  Saturday,  May  16th,  the  Shabbat  service  at 
9:15  A.M.  will  be  followed  by  a  Shabbat  lunch 
(reservations  required)  and  a  study  session  with 
Dr.  Toledano  on  “Medical  Ethics  in  the  Light 


of  Maimonides.” 

On  Sunday,  May  17th,  our  “Sepharad  Mem¬ 
ory”  celebration  will  begin  at  11  A.M.  with  an 
explanation  and  demonstration  of  Sephardic 
cooking  by  Gilda  Angel,  a  leading  authority  on 
the  foods  of  Jewish  Spain.  She  is  the  author  of 
Sephardic  Holiday  Cooking  and  has  written  the 
Kosher  Gourmet  column  in  the  Jewish  Week  for 
the  past  ten  years. 

A  Sephardic  buffet  lunch,  with  entertainment  by 
Avron  Pengas  and  Ismail  Butera,  will  follow 
this  demonstration.  The  extraordinary  talent  and 
quicksilver  fingers  of  Avron  Pengas  have  led 
him  from  playing  lead  guitar  in  the  Israeli  Air 
Force  Band  to  performances  at  Avery  Fisher 
Hall,  Alice  TUlly  Hall,  and  Town  Hall.  And  his 
accompanist,  Ismail  Butera,  is  a  virtuoso  accor¬ 
dionist.  Dressed  in  costume,  they  will  play  their 
instruments  and  stroll  and  sing  ladino  melodies 
as  we  eat  our  lunch. 

After  the  buffet  lunch,  our  speaker,  Dr.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Gampel,  associate  professor  of  Jewish 
history  at  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America,  will  examine  the  long  forgotten  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Jews  of  Castile  and  Arragon.  Dr. 
Gampel’s  topic  will  be:  “The  Last  Jews  on 
Iberian  Soil.” 

Following  his  talk,  an  ecumenical  dialogue 
— including  Dr.  Toledano,  Dr.  Gampel,  and  a 
leading  Catholic  theologian,  and  moderated  by 
Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  —  will  synthesize  what 
we  learned  over  the  weekend.  The  title  of  this 
dialogue  is  “1492  and  After:  The  Search  for 
Understanding.” 

At  3  P.M.,  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  will  sing 
some  Sephardic  melodies  and  conclude  our 
exploration  into  the  “Sephardic  Experience.” 

An  art  exhibit  will  be  displayed  on  the  Lower 
Level  throughout  the  weekend.  It  will  showcase 
works  about  the  expulsion  of  the  Jews  from 
Spain  seen  through  the  eyes  of  three  contempo¬ 
rary  artists:  Barbara  Green;  Azner  Moriah;  and 
Schwebel.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

We  celebrate  Yom  Haatzmaut  —  Israel  Inde¬ 
pendence  Day  —  on  May  7,  1992  this  year,  and 
its  celebration  always  causes  me  to  think  deeply 
about  our  history  as  a  people,  and  about  our 
relationship  to  the  Jewish  state.  As  a  student 
(and  now  a  teacher)  of  Jewish  history,  I  am 
keenly  aware  of  how  our  people  longed  and 
yearned  to  return  to  Israel  over  centuries  and 
centuries.  All  of  our  prayer  services- weekday, 
Shabbat,  and  holiday-express  that  yearning:  in 
prayers  to  “gather  our  exiles  from  the  four 
comers  of  the  earth;”  in  petitions  to  restore 
Jewish  sovereignty  to  the  land;  and,  especially, 
in  prayers  that  ask  God  to  bring  rain,  dew  and 
plentiful  produce  to  the  physical  Land  of  Israel. 
Our  hearts  and  minds  have  longed  for  Eretz 
Yisrael  —  the  Land  of  Israel  —  from  the  time 
many  were  forced  to  leave  in  70  C.E.  until  the 
20th  century.  But  reaching  her,  even  to  visit, 
was  beyond  the  power  of  most  Jews  for  hun¬ 
dreds  and  hundreds  of  years.  Travel  was  dan¬ 
gerous,  Jews  were  persecuted,  and  the  Land  of 
Israel  was  under  the  control  of  the  Romans,  the 
Christians,  or  the  Moslems.  We  couldn’t  go 
back.  And,  as  a  people  without  a  homeland,  we 
were  not  safe  anywhere. 

When  studying  medieval  Jewish  history  inten¬ 
sively,  I  first  began  to  understand  what  being  a 
Jew  without  a  homeland  felt  like.  I  began  to 
hunch  my  shoulders  over,  reflecting  my  second- 
class  status.  I  began  to  be  paranoid  about  which 
bishop  or  monarch  was  next  going  to  cast  me 
out  from  his  domain.  I  left  France  with  the 
expelled  Jews  in  1306;  I  was  forced  out  of 
Hungary  with  them  in  1349;  I  left  beloved, 
“cultured”  Spain  in  1492  because  I  refused  to 
convert,  and  Spain  no  longer  wanted  its  Jews. 
Wherever  I  went  I  was  on  the  lookout  for  an 
Inquisitor  who  would  inform  on  me,  or  a 
Crusader  who  might  burn  me  alive  because  I 
didn’t  believe  in  the  right  God.  But  there  was  no 
safe  place  to  hide  and  I  had  no  place  to  flee  to. 
There  was  no  country  free  from  Jew-hatred,  no 
area  free  from  the  threat  of  persecution.  We  had 
no  place  of  our  own,  no  place  where  we  could 


stand  tall  and  be  proud  to  be  Jews.  We  were 
country-less,  homeless.  Where  could  be  go? 

It  was  against  this  background  that  I  began  to 
understand  how  miraculous  the  rebirth  of  the 
State  of  Israel  is  to  us,  to  all  the  Jewish  people. 
Every  time  I  study  or  teach  about  the  rebirth  of 
Israel-the  growth  of  the  farming  settlements,  the 
cities,  the  new  Jewish  mentality,  and  the  decla¬ 
ration  of  the  State  of  Israel,  itself,  on  the  5th  of 
Iyar,  5708/1948  —  I  can’t  help  but  feel  an 
enormous  surge  of  emotion.  For  so  many 
hundreds  of  years,  we  were  lost,  we  could  be 
stepped  on,  we  could  be  hunted,  we  could  be 
tortured  and  humiliated,  we  could  be  forcibly 
expelled,  we  could  be  told  in  hundreds  of 
different  ways  how  lowly  and  worthless  and 
degenerate  we  were.  But  on  the  5th  of  Iyar, 
5708  we  were  a  free  people,  an  “am  hofshi” 
again.  We  were  a  people  with  a  home,  a  people 
with  a  future,  a  people  who  could  once  again 
stand  tall  and  proud.  The  5th  of  Iyar,  5708 
dramatically  changed  the  Jewish  people  all  over 
the  world.  This  year  and  every  year  on  Yom 
Haatzmaut,  let  us  find  some  way  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  and  celebrate  this  miracle.

Our  third  faceless  voice  from  the  choir  loft, 
Frank  Nemhauser,  was  bom  in  New  York  City 
and  grew  up  in  Croton-on-Hudson,  N.Y.  where 
he  attended  and  was  Bar  Mitzvah  at  Temple 
Israel  (Reform)  there. 

After  high  school,  Frank  went  to  the  Mannes 
College  of  Music  in  Manhattan  where  he  earned 
his  B.M.  degree  in  music,  with  emphasis  on 
choral  conducting. 

He  conducted  for  awhile  before  branching  out 
into  professional  singing  of  choral  music  and 
oratorio  and  sang  with  the  New  York  City 
Opera  National  Company. 

He  has  toured  and  performed  throughout  the 
U.S.,  with  the  Charleston,  San  Antonio,  and 
Aspen  Music  Festivals.  He  currently  is  working 
at  the  Berkshire  Choral  Institute  in  Sheffield, 
Massachusetts.  In  addition,  he  has  performed 
abroad  with  the  Edinburgh  Festival,  the  Jerusa¬ 
lem  Festival,  and  the  Spoleto  Festival  in  Italy. 

Besides  his  professional  singing  career,  Frank  is 
the  assistant  dean  at  the  Mannes  College  of 
Music  where  he  has  taught  ear  training  and 
solfege  (a  French  system  of  teaching  sight 
reading)  since  1975. 

Tn  addition  to  his  primary  career  of  performing 
)d  teaching  secular  music,  he  joined  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Choir  as  a  full  time,  perma¬ 
nent  member  of  its  quartet,  the  bass  voice,  in 
1980.  This  was  his  first  full  time  choir  position 
after  singing  at  many  other  congregations  for 
High  Holy  Day  and  Festival  services. 

Frank  has  been  with  us  for  about  12  years, 
enhancing  all  of  our  Shabbat,  High  Holy  Day, 
and  Festival  services,  as  well  as  many  liturgical 
music  services,  with  his  magnificent  bass  rendi¬ 
tions. 

We  want  him  to  know  that  we  appreciate  his 
singing  and  wish  him  continuing  success  in  all 
his  endeavors.

Exciting  entertainment  will  be  provided  by  two 
Jewish  Russian  artists,  Georgy  Shakhnevich  and 
Simon  Napolny. 

Georgy  Shakhnevich,  an  accordionist  and  key¬ 
board  player,  composer  and  chorus  conductor, 
holds  Master’s  degrees  in  music  and  teaching 
from  the  Kiev  Music  College  in  the  Ukraine, 
where  he  studied  accordion  and  keyboard,  and 
from  the  Kiev  Pedagogical  Institute  of  Music, 
where  he  studied  conducting.  He  also  studied 
composition  and  conducting  at  the  Kiev  State 
Conservatory. 

Mr.  Shakhnevich  served  as  the  artistic  director 
with  the  Society  of  Jewish  Culture,  Kiev,  and 
with  the  Art  Center  for  Youth,  also  in  Kiev, 
where  he  conducted,  performed  on  the  accor¬ 
dion  and  keyboard  player,  organized  a  Jewish 
folk  song  and  dance  company,  composed  musi¬ 
cal  arrangements  and  musical  theater,  and  con¬ 
ducted  a  vocal  ensemble. 

He  also  has  toured  throughout  the  old  Soviet 
Union,  Eastern  Europe,  Germany,  and  Finland, 
and  has  appeared  on  the  radio  and  television  in 
Kiev,  Lvov,  Leningrad,  and  Moscow. 

Simon  Napolny,  a  tenor  in  operas  and  operettas, 
graduated  with  a  Master’s  degree  in  theater 
music  from  the  Musical  Theatre  College, 
Moscow. 

While  in  the  Soviet  Union,  Mr.  Napolny  per¬ 
formed  in  musical  theater,  in  opera  at  the 
Dnepropetrovsk  Opera  House,  and  was  the 
soloist  in  the  Jewish  Music  Theater  in  Moscow.

Lag  B’  omer 

Lag  B’omer  occurs  on  the  33rd  day  after  the 
second  day  of  Passover,  during  the  seven  week 
Sefirs  (“counting”)  period  between  Passover 
and  Shavuot.  A  blessing  is  recited  each  night  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  evening  service.  The  word 
lag  is  an  acronym  made  up  of  the  two  Hebrew 
letters,  lamed  and  gimmel,  which  have  a  numer¬ 
ical  value  of  33. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  Lag  B’  omer  because 
according  to  the  Talmud  (Yevamot  62b)  a 
plague  that  had  struck  down  many  thousands  of 
Rabbi  Akiba’s  students  abated  on  Lag  B’omer. 
Because  of  this  event.  Lag  B’omer  also  has  been 
called  Scholar’s  Day.
